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Dairy Cattle Development in the Future 
By R. R. GRAVES, U. S. Department of Agriculture 


Dairymen are aware of the diffi- 
culty of breeding uniformly good pro- 
ducing Cows. Most any dairyman 
will tell you that if he could have a 
herd of cows as good as a few of his 
top cows, he would be sitting on top 
of the world. If he is a market milk 
producer and buys his replacements 
his herd is only as good as the cows 
he is able to buy and those who buy 
replacements admit that they are 
pretty spotty, so far as producing 
ability is concerned. I know farmers 
who are in the business of buying 
heifer calves from market milk dairy- 
men to raise and sell back to the 
dairymen when they reach milking 
age. Many of the dairymen who buy 
their replacements give little thought 
to the breeding of the bulls they use, 
go that there is no reason to be:ieve 
that the calves sired by their bulls, 
will be an improvement over their 
dams. 

Several years ago the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry made an extensive 
survey of the progress made by 
herds that had been testing over a 
period of years. The results were 
published in the 1936 Yearbook of 
Agriculture. These herds were no 
doubt owned by the more progressive 
and forward thinking dairy farmers 
and breeders. Yet the results of the 
survey showed that for every sire 
used in these herds that brought 
about an improvement in producing 
ability there was also a sire used 
that brought about a decline in pro- 
ducing ability. Thus it is doubtful 
if even these more progressive farm- 


ers had, on the average, made any 
progress in creating a better germ 
plasm for level of production in 
their herds, during the period covered 


by the survey. The need is great for 
@ practical method, or methods of 
breeding that will get dependable re- 


sults, not a few outstanding cows, 
but uniformly good cows. 
Most of us can recall many theories 


or methods of breeding that have 
been advanced as being certain to 
get fine results, There have been the 
advocates of line-breeding, of in- 
breeding, of outbreeding, of nicking, 
of hot blood, of cold blood, of pre- 
potent sires, of proved sires, of the 
bull index, of great breeding cow 
families, of the high record dam, of 
dams with life-time records and so 
on. And now we are hearing a great 
deal of some new approaches, par- 
ticularly of artificial breeding, cross- 
breeding for hybrid vigor, building 
hew breeds, selective registration, 
and strains that are pure or homozyg- 
ous for high levels of production. 
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What of the future? What promise 
do these new approaches hold for the 
improvement of our dairy cattle? 
The Artificial Breeding Association 
Artificial breeding is being prac- 
ticed within herds as a means of ex- 
tending the service of a valuable 
sire; to make it possible to use crip- 
pled sires that cannot be used in 
normal matings; to prevent the 
spread of certain diseases, such as 
granular vaginitis and trichomon- 
iasis, and to avoid the risk of intro- 
ducing disease when animals outside 
the home herd are bred. When the 
problem of controlling the tempera- 
ture of semen for long distance ship- 
ments is solved, it will be used quite 
extensively for the introduction of 
blood lines into herds in States and 
countries that are far distant from 
the sire. Artificial insemination is a 
method of mating to obtain preg- 


nancy. It does not influence the 
germ plasm of the individual re- 
sulting from the pregnancy. The 


method of mating would make no 
difference in the germ plasm of a 
group of calves by a given sire, a 
part of which were the result of 
pregnancies resulting from natural 
matings and a part the result of 
pregnancies secured by artificial in- 
semination. Its advantage is that it 
permits a given sire to get a far 
greater number of calves, particularly 
in artificial breeding associations, 
than he would get by natural service. 
Thus it makes possible a wider spread 
of the germ plasm possessed by the 
sires in service in these associations. 
It is to the artificial breeding associ- 
ation and its possible effect on dairy 
cattle improvement that this discus- 
sion is directed. 

The artificial breeding association 
is a cooperative, in which the herd 
owner agrees to have all or a part 
of his cows bred artificially to bulls 
owned by the association. He pays 
a stated fee for the service of each 
cow and usually an additional fee 
that goes into a fund that is used 
for the purchase of bulls. The asso- 
ciation owns, houses and feeds the 
bulls used, secures the semen and 
prepares it for distribution to em- 
ployees who are called inseminators, 
and who go to the member herds on 
call, to inseminate cows that are in 
oestrum. Originally the insemin- 
ators were veterinarians but due to 
the demands of the war on the vet- 
erinarians, laymen are now trained 
and used as inseminators. 

The advantage of the artificial 
breeding association to the herd own- 
er is that he has the service of bet- 
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ter bred bulls than he would buy; 
that he does not need to own a bull 
and that he is freed of the labor of 
feeding and caring for a bull, From 
a dairy cattle improvement stand- 
point the artificial breeding associa- 
tion was advocated as a move of the 
first importance because by this 
means one proved sire could service 
hundreds of cows in a year. When 
the movement started, associations 
attempted to have only proved sires 
in service, but due to the difficulty 
of securing adequately proved sires 
many associations now have less than 
one proved sire to each young un- 
proved sire in service. In fact, one 
report says that less than 25 percent 
of the bulls used in artificial insem- 
ination work can be classed as 
proved. The associations are mak- 
ing an effort to choose the young 
sires they use from families or lines 
of breeding, that offer a good prob- 
ability that the young sires will 
possess a superior germ plasm. 

The movement has now been un- 
derway five years in the United 
States. The Bureau of Dairy Indus- 
try has surveyed the progress of 








these associations each year. The 
mumber of associations, members 
and cows signed for service each 
year follows:

Whiie the work has expanded rap- 
idly there are still less than one per- 
cent of the dairy cows in the United 
States being serviced by artificial in- 
semination. The associations will 
have to grow to much greater pro- 
portions before they have a marked 
effect on the improvement of our 
dairy cattle. 


C. T. Conklin in an analysis of the 
artificial breeding association work, 
in the February 1944 issue of the 
Ayrshire Digest, says: ‘‘— it seems 
as though artificial breeding cannot 
become an important factor in a na- 
tion-wide dairy cattle breeding pro- 
gram until it has many, many times 
the present enrollment. It would also 
seem as though it cannot advance 
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more rapidly than the herds of the 
purebred breeders who are. re- 
sponsible for furnishing the neces- 
sary sires.”’ 

Selective Registration 

The last sentence in the above quo- 
tation from Conklin, applies to most 
any method of dairy cattle im- 
provement that may be undertaken. 
Another method for the improve- 
ment of the purebred breeders’ herds 
that appears to be quite in vogue by 
the Breed Associations at present, 1S 
that of selective registration. The 
American Jersey Cattle Club put se- 
lective registration for bulls into ef- 
fect on January 1, 1942, and I under- 
stand that some of the other associa- 
tions are considering such a move. 
The objective of the Jersey Cattle 
Club in adopting selective registra- 
tion for Jersey bulls is simmarized 
in the following quotation from one 
of their publications: 

‘‘Although both parents contribute 
to the calf’s inheritance of ability to 
produce profitably, it is axiomatic 
that a good bull is half of the herd— 
a poor bull is all of the herd.’ Se- 
lective registration, therefore, aims 
gradually to eliminate from the Jer- 
sey breed all bulls of poor produc- 
tion pedigree by barring them from 
the official Herd Register.” 

The requirements for 
were: 

1. If his sire is a ‘‘proved sire’’ 
whose daughters, tested in DHIA 
and reported to the U.S. Bureau of 
Dairying, averaged 400 pounds but- 
terfat in 305 days (M.E.) the bull 
calf may be registered; 

or 

2. If his sire is a ‘‘tested sire’ 
whose daughters under official pro- 
duction test, authenticated by the 
A.J.C.C., averaged 500 pounds but- 
terfat on a 365-day basis (M.E.), the 
bull may be registered; 

or 
3. If his dam has a record of 400 


eligibility 


pounds of butterfat (305 days, 
M.E.), in DHIA or in the Herd Im- 
provement Registry or the Register 


of Merit, or in the Canadian Record 
of Performance, he may be reg- 
istered; 

or 

4. If his sire is a “Star Bull’’, so 
identified by the special certificate 
awarded by the A.J.C.C., the bull may 
be registered. 

It seems unfortunate that in tak- 
ing such a step the American Jersey 
Cattle Club did not go far enough 
to insure in some degree the genetic 
purity of these selectively registered 
bulls for some level of production. 
After recognizing in the introductory 
sentence that both parents contrib- 
ute to the offspring’s inheritance for 
producing ability, they require a 
measure of merit from only one par- 
ent for selective registration. It has 
long been recognized by students of 
dairy cattle breeding that a cow’s 
record by itself, is a phenotypic ex- 
pression of her hereditary make-up 
for production rather than genotypic, 
and as such is not a very reliable 
guide to what she may transmit, yet 
under the A.J.C.C. plan it is a meas- 
ure on which a bull may be accepted 
for selective registration. A bull 
calf may be registered if his sire is 
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classified as a “Star Bull’’.. There 
are several requirements which a 
sire may meet in order to be classi- 
fied as a “Star Bull’. Most of them 
have some production requirements 
for sire and dam but it is possible 
for a sire to be starred on the basis 
of the type classification of his sire 
and dam alone. All in all it does 
not appear that the regulations of 
the Jersey Club for the selective 
registration of bulls will result in an 
increased probability that the bulls 
so registered will possess a superior 
germ plasma for higher levels of pro- 
duction. 

The step in this direction taken by 
the Ayrshire Association seems to me 
to be more sound and more likely to 
produce desirable results. On the 
back of each bull’s registration cer- 
tificate they print a pedigree of sev- 
eral generations giving for each an- 
cestor shown the complete available 
facts concerning production records. 
We have long known that in order 
to gauge any animal’s inheritance for 
production level, we must have all 
the facts, the data on the poor pro- 
ducers is just as essential as the data 
on the good producers. Nothing can 
lead one further astray or can con- 
tribute more to the incorrect gaug- 
ing of the inheritance possessed by an 
animal, than the suppression of the 
facts concerning any low producers 
that appear in the immediate ances- 
try and collateral lines. 

Secretary Norton in his recent re- 
port to the members of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association, points to the 
great progress made in raising the 
production level of Holstein cattle in 
the Friesian Province of the Nether- 
lands and he attributes this improve- 
ment to their system of selective reg- 
istration. In 1931 the write visited 
the Province of Friesland. I find in 
an article that I wrote, written on 
my observations of cattle breeding 
practices in Denmark and Holland, 
the following paragraph concerning 
“preferred sires’ in Friesland. 

“In Friesland a committee investi- 
gates the transmitting ability each 
year of Friesian sires. A sort of pre- 


‘ investigation is made of bulls 4 years 


old. This examination may show the 
committee whether it is worth while 
to make further examination in later 
years. The real study is made of 
older sires having daughters in milk. 
The sons are examined for appear- 
ance and uniformity and the daugh- 
ters for their producing ability and 
appearance. Each year a few “pre- 
ferred sires’ are selected. In the 
year 1929-1930, 24 sires were ex- 
amined and only 3 were pronounced 
‘Preferential’. Descriptions of these 
sires and their get, with information 
as to their producing ability is pub- 
lished. Particular emphasis is put 
on the percentage of butterfat in the 
milk of the daughters. It is felt that 
the percentage of fat is not subject 
to changes in environmental condi- 
tions as much as is the milk yield. 
Along with the description of the sire 
and his get is published a chart show- 
ing the distribution of the butterfat 
percentages of the daughters and 
their dams. This distribution chart 
is so arranged that one who is fa- 
miliar with its arrangement can se- 


cure very quickly an indication ag to 
the trend in percentage of butterfat 
of the daughters as compared to the 
dams. I was told that the sons of 
these ‘‘preferred sires’’ whose daugh- 
ters showed a marked increase jp 
the percentage of fat were in great 
demand.”’ 

“Any breeder can ask for the com- 
mittee to classify his sire. The com- 
mittee can, however, pass on bulls 
without being asked, It was mK 
understanding that 150 offspring 
were required for the committee to 
pass on. The committee’s findings 
were published in the weekly agri- 
cultural paper. The committee does 
its work during the winter months.” 

It appears that the Dutch com. 
mittees were really picking out the 
sires that were showing up the best 
as transmitters of production, partic- 
ularly those that were transmitting 
high percentages of butterfat, and 
also the desired type. Publicity was 
given to these successful breeding 
sires with the result that their sons 
were in demand as herd bulls. 

I believe that selective registra- 
tion in our registered herds might 
lead to rapid improvement if it were 
based on the number of generations 
of really meritoriously proved sire 
matings. More will be said about 
this under breeding pureline herds. 
Proved Sires 

The use of the good proved sire 
is the surest method of breeding that 
we have tried for the production of 
uniformly high producing animals, 
The results of our experimental work 
indicate that if we are correct in 
gauging the inheritance of a sire (and 
we believe we can usually correctly 
xauge a sire’s inheritance for level 
of production if we have available 
for study the data on his unselected 
daughters and if the daughters and 
their dams had the same opportun- 
ity to produce up to their respective 
capacities) we can expect good results 
from such a sire’s service regardless 
of his relationship to the females to 
which he is mated or to the sires 


which preceded him in service. If 
the sire possesses a superior germ 
plasm for level of production, the 


question of nicking, as commonly 
used, does not enter into the result. 

It is an easy matter however, to 
misjudge the inheritance possessed 
by a sire. All data bearing on the 


matter must be carefully weighed 
and studied. The matter does not 
lend itself to simplification. It can- 


not be boiled down to a single figure 
such as a bull index, and be safely 
used as a basis for selection, partic- 
ularly for the breeder who is at- 
tempting to breed a pure line that 
will produce seed stock for the im- 
provement of other herds. If he 
makes a mistake and uses a poor sire 
that introduces into the germ plasm 
of his herd the factors that may be 
responsible for low levels of produc- 





tion, it may take several generations 
of breeding to eliminate completely 
these low producing factors. The 
dairy farmer breeding a herd only 
fo rprofitable production will be 
primarily interested in maintaining 
a herd with high average producing 
ability. He will not be particularly

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Water for the Cows 


lf Cows Can Drink at Will, They Produce More Milk, 
More Fat, Experiments Reveal— 


Cc. Y. CANNON, lowa 


Dairymen whose cows can have a 
drink of water whenever they want 
it — night or day — will get more 
milk and butterfat from the same 
amount of feed and care than the 
dairymen who water their cows only 
a couple of times a day. 

This is the conclusion we have 
drawn here at the Iowa Station from 
experiments conducted several years 
ago. Dairymen who are “on their 
toes’’ know that the watering of cows 
is pretty important, about 87 percent 
of the milk which a cow gives is 
made from water. In this war food 
production period when we are striv- 
ing for the best possible output from 
our cows, we May well give watering 
special attention. 


In our tests we used two groups of 
cows. Those in one group were 
watered twice a day from an outdoor 
tank, while those in the other group 
were getting their water from water 
bowls beside them in the barn where 
they might drink at will. 

In this test we used 12 cows, di- 
vided into two lots of six each. We 
used the experimental plan known 
as the double reversal. That is, each 
group of cows first was watered by 
one method for 28 days while the 
other group was being watered by 
the other method. At the end of one 
of the experimental periods, the 
method of watering the two groups 
was reversed, and after a 7-day pre- 
liminary period, another 28-day pe- 
riod experiment was run. There were 
four of these 28-day periods. Thus 
each group of 6 cows was watered 
for two periods from the tank and 
two periods from bowls in the barn. 
Results of the Tests 


The cows while being watered by 
means of water bowls drank approxi- 
mately 18 percent more water and 
yielded 3.5 percent more milk and 
10.7 percent more butterfat than 
while being watered twice a day at 
the outdoor tank. 

A man was kept on the job to find 
out when the cows did their drinking 
if they had an opportunity to drink 
at will. We found that the cows 
drank an average of about 10 times 
in each 24 hours. About two-thirds 
of the water was consumed in the 


daytime — between 5 a. m. and 5 
p. m. — and the other third during 
the night. 


When the cows were being watered 
at the outside tank, they frequently 
drank only once a day. This refusal 
to drink more than once a day was 
distributed among all of the 12 cows, 
though we found that certain cows 
showed more of a tendency to drink 
but once per day than others. The 
inclination to drink but once per 
day was not consistently associated 
with the amount of milk produced. 

One of the surprising results of 
these experiments was that the cows 
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when watered by means of water 
bowls not only yielded more milk, 
but had a higher fat test. Why this 
was so we do not know, and we are 
not sure that it would be repeated 
in a similar trial, but a test of the 
data by mathematical procedure 
showed that there were only about 4 
chances out of 100 that it was by 
accident alone. 

In our tests we came to the con- 
clusion that the temperature of the 
water was not nearly so important as 
the temperature of the air. In other 
words, if the cow had to stand out- 
side in near zero weather, she was 
likely to drink relatively less regard- 
less of the temperature of the water. 
As one might expect, the cows drank 
more as the weather became warmer. 

Although the cows drank more 
from water bowls than when they 
were allowed to drink twice a day at 
an outside tank, there was less dif- 
ference in milk production than in 
water consumption. The amount of 
water drunk from the bowls was 18 
percent more than from the outside 
tanks, but the milk yield was only 
3.5 percent more. 

The fact that our experiments 
were made with water bowls doesn’t 
mean we recommend that every dairy- 
main supply his cows with water 
bowls. It is almost impossible during 
the war to obtain water bowls unless 
they are purchased secondhand. 

This doesn’t mean that better wa- 
tering is not possible on many farms. 
Some farmers have tanks inside their 
barns where they might be able to 
water more than twice daily. Our 
experiments indicate that it is pretty 
important that the cow have a com- 
fortable atmosphere where_ she 
drinks. 

When cold wintry winds are wheez- 
ing around her, the cow is not likely 
to drink as much as she will if she 
ean drink in a comfortable place. 
Though the air temperature in which 
the cow stands is important, she will 
drink more if she doesn’t have to sip 
her needed water out of an icy tank. 


The Iowa Station has shown that 
the type of ration which the cow is 
fed greatly influences the amount of 
water which she drinks. This same 
result has been shown in other ex- 
periments also. If the cow is getting 
silage or green feed with a lot of 
moisture in it, the cow will drink 
proportionately less than she will if 
she is entirely on dry feed. There 
is a tendency to balance up the total 
amount of water in the feed and 
that drunk. If the feed has more 
moisture in it, then the cow drinks 
that much less. 

Do Calves Need Water? 

Do young calves on skimmilk need 
water? Some light on the answer to 
this question is given by an experi- 
ment conducted by the Idaho Sta- 
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tion. There, a record was kept of 
the amount of water 26 Holstein 
calves drank, in addition to that 
which was in the milk they were feq 
The amount of free water consume 
weekly per calf was 1.8 pounds at 6 
weeks of age, 29 pounds at 9 weeks 
48 pounds at 12 weeks, 62 pounds at 
15 weeks, 88 pounds at 18 weeks, 146 
pounds at 21 weeks and 234 pounds 
at 25 weeks of age. 


These figures indicate that the 
very young cali does not need water 
in addition to the milk which it 
drinks. When the calf reaches the 
age of about 6 weeks, providing it 
with water then becomes essential, 
The amount which is needed increases 
rapidly as the calf gets older. Unless 
water is provided then and in 
amounts needed, the calves will not 
grow properly, nor will they main- 
tain their best health. 

Adequate watering of our dairy 
herds is just as important as the 
feeding. We need to make sure that 
it is properly done.

In the July 31, 1943 issue of the 
Holstein-Friesian World the writer 
described the breeding and _ back- 
ground of the Hofstetter herd which 
had been transferred in its entirety 
from Montana to form the Winmoor 
Farms herd at Dundee, Illinois.

The data for sales of purebred dairy cattle are not 
available for as many years back as they are for beef 
cattle, and, in the case of some of the dairy breeds, the 
humbers sold are so small that the year-to-year averages 
are more variable for a given dairy breed than they are 
for the beef breeds. High prices prevailed for purebred 
dairy cattle during World War 1 and declined steadily 
after the close of the War, reaching a low about 1933, 
and have increased steadily since then, and greatly since 
1941. Average prices for purebred dairy cattle, however, 
have not attained the levels reacned in the last war. 
With the anticipated demand for dairy products of all 
kinds, it seems logical to expect that average prices for 
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purebred dairy cattle will rise still more during the pres- 
ent high-price period. 

In war-time ‘‘outside money” and the increased earn- 
ings of farmers result in spectacular prices for purebred 
breeding animals. Such is a good time for breeders with 
blood lines that have captivated the public to disperse 
their animals. Highly publicized blood lines whose names 
will soon be forgotten are not conservative cattle invest- 
ments for persons with limited capital, However, a pru- 
dent investment in purebred cattle pays a progressive 
cattle breeder well in the long run. Relatively few have 
the ability to make a distinguished success of the pure- 
bred cattle breeding business. 

Numbers Sold 

The data for purebred beef cattle sold at auction are 
available only for Shorthorns as far back as 1871. Large 
numbers of Shorthorns were sold in 1875 and 1876 and 
again in 1885 and 1886. Relatively large numbers of 
three of the beef breeds were sold at auction from 1902 
to 1907; relatively small numbers from 1908 to 1915; 
large numbers from 1916 to 1923; relatively small num- 
bers from 1924 to 1934; and, since 1935 relatively large 
numbers of purebred animals of the beef breeds have 
been sold at public auction. 

The numbers of animals sold each year for the differ- 
ent breeds are given in Table 2.

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Milk Prices and Heavy Cream 

Removal of restrictions on sale of heavy cream and 
of butterfat going into ice cream will result in some very 
direct price benefits to producers. Much milk now going 
into lower price classifications will find a market now as 
cream. Dr. Blanford estimates that in the New York 
Milk Shed alone this change will conservatively add from 
$250,000 to $260,000 a month to produc@r’s returns. 
This would mean an addition of from 5 to 6 cents per 
ewt. to the pool price. $4.00 milk through the coming 
fall and winter months appears to be in prospect in 
many markets. The dairy industry may well be pleased 
with the promptness with which war-time restrictions on 
sales of dairy products are being removed by Wash- 
ington. 

The importance of the cream market and its direct 
effect upon returns to producers must not be overlooked 
in future milk marketing plans. 

Consumers naturally will buy iess cream for family 
use if they can get it free from the top of the milk bot- 
tle. Producers simply cannot afford to produce it and 
give it away — no matter what breed of cows they keep. 
City consumers apparently interpret the recent change 
in the butterfat differential and the New York Market 
Administration’s statement that this should bring about 
a trend toward higher testing milk in that market, as 
indicating that they will in the future be getting richer 
milk for the same price. 

Even the usually clear-thinking New York TIMES, 
congratulating its readers on the ‘‘good news’? came out 
with a statement that this development ‘‘shoud lead to 
a greater infusion of the blood of those breeds which pro- 
duce high butterfat, and thus lead to larger income from 
herds of no larger size’’. 

How easy they make it seem! The fact is that costs 
of production of high test milk go up faster than even 
the new differentials cover, and unless consumers are 
willing to pay a substantial premium price for higher 
testing milk in the bottle, producers will go broke trying 
to furnish it. Sworn testimony in the New York Guern- 
sey milk case bears that out. Only in their case, they are 
trying to force a special subsidy out of other producers 
competing in the same market, rather than collecting 
from consumers of their product their extra costs of pro- 
duction. 

In the same editorial the TIMES deplores the fact 
that “too many dairymen who serve the New York Milk 
Shed eke out only a bare existence’, May we offer the 
comment that the furnishing of more butterfat gratis to 
New York City consumers is not likely to improve that 
situation. 


Standard Time Again 


With no regrets, the nation has now officially gone 
back to Standard Time. Farmers, of course, have always 
had their special problems as a result of moving the 
clocks an hour faster than the sun. The working day in 
the fields was generally cut short a full hour, and in win- 
ter most of the morning chores had to be done with arti- 
ficial light. 

Children had to start for school long before daylight 
came, and during the summer months their bedtime came 
long before sunset. Most cities prefer Daylight Saving 
Time in the summer months, giving more time for work- 
ers to enjoy themselves outdoors after supper, or to tend 
gardens. They will undoubtedly continue the same pref- 
erence. Even the smaller towns, if it is left to local op- 
tion, will usually follow the lead of their nearest larger 
trading center, feeling that otherwise they are branding 
themselves as “hick” towns. 

Farmers will apparently have to adjust themselves to 
this condition, as most of them did under nationwide 
War Time, or else experience the endless confusion that 
existed before the war during the Daylight Saving Time 
season. Farm organizations which have opposed D.S.T. 
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on principle, would have more chance of success if they 
directed their efforts toward shortening the summer pe, 
riod of clock tinkering about a month on each end. 


Simplified Registry Procedure 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Your editorial on the registry of cattle sold in many 
dealers’ sales was most timely. There is one angle in the 
matter of registering calves by parties who purchase the 
dams that I think is not very clear to many people who 
are accustomed to the method used for many years, 

It might be of interest if you were to publish this. 
The gist of the new method is that when the cow js 
transferred to the buyer, the certificate of service signeg 
en the transfer is really all that is required in the Aggo- 
ciation office. In other words, the buyer prepares the ap- 
plication for registry of the calf which the cow was carry- 
ing at the time he bought her, filling out the application 
in the usual manner, and signing as applicant for reg- 
istry and as Owner of Dam at time of calving. 

The two signatures of Owner of Dam at time when 
bred and as Owner of Sire at date of breeding are in the 
Association office having been sent there by the former 
breeder on his application for transfer. We have ques- 
tions at every sale from parties who have bought cattle 
at our previous sales, some of the parties having sent the 
applications for registry to the former owner for his 
signature, which is no longer necessary. 

I do not think this has been made clear by the As- 
sociation. It is a very progressive step and a time-saver, 
Any procedure you may care to take, by suggesting to 
the Association that they explain this in their regular 
page space with you, or in your reading columns, will 
I am sure be welcome information to many breeders, es- 
pecially to the novice.

James D. Porter 

James D. Porter, well-known Holstein breeder of 
Glendale, Arizona, died August 2, 1945, as the result of 
an accident with his herd sire.

O. M. Plummer, secretary-general manager of the Pa- 
cific International Livestock Exposition, Portland, Ore- 
gon, almost from the date of its organization, died 
August 5, after a long illness. He was 75 years old. He 
was an outstanding show manager, and was widely- 
known in national livestock circles. His portrait hangs 
in the Saddle and Sirloin Club in Chicago, as a tribute to 
him from the livestock industry. 


Forest E. Ostrander 


Forest E. Ostrander, head of the agricultural depart- 


ment of Tempe (Arizona) State Teachers College for, 


many years, died August 20 of a kidney ailment. He was 
68 years old. Born in New York State, he was educated 
at University of Chicago, Washington State College, and 
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University of Wisconsin. After two years in government 
extension work in Montana, he came to Arizona in 1918 
to the position which he held until his death. Under his 
direction a fine Holstein herd was established and de- 
yeloped at the college. He was a pioneer in fostering 
4-H Club work, and organized the first Maricopa County 
4-H fair, held on the college campus, an annual event 
now outstanding as one of the largest and best of its 
kind in the nation. 

He has taken an active interest in the Arizona Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association since he first came to the state, 
and has served as its treasurer for many years. He was 
chairman of its educational committee and did much in 
encouraging junior membership, He was a power in 
furthering Holstein extension work in his adopted state. 
He was an active member of the Methodist Church, serv- 
ing for 27 years as a teacher in the Sunday School. He 
was also a member of the Masonic Lodge, and served 
two years aS Mayor of Tempe. Besides his wife, whom 
he met and married in Waghington in 1906, he is sur- 
yived by three adopted daughters, and two brothers re- 
siding in New York State. 


Tribute to Forest E. Ostrander 

Arizona Holstein breeders are mourning the passing 
of Forest E. Ostrander. Any word of tribute I may try 
to write seems inadequate in expressing our keen sense 
of loss. 

A sterling American of the highest type he endeared 
himself to his associates and those among whom he lived 
accepted him as a true friend. None ever sought his 
council without going away enriched mentally and spirit- 
ually. Throughout his years as professor of biological 
science and head of the agricultural department at Tempe 
Normal School and subsequently the Tempe State Teach- 
ers College, his influence upon the lives of the young men 
and women who studied under him has been keenly felt 
for good in this generation, and through his influence 
he will live on in rural communities and in the civic af- 
fairs of many western cities into which these young 
people have gone forth. 

Forest E, Ostrander possessed a keen sense of humor 
which held for him a rare charm and fascinated many 
an audience, whether it was in the Church he loved so 
well, his lodge, as mayor of his town, or a professor. 

His death came very suddenly and unexpectedly to 
his family and his host of friends. Almost, it seemed 
he filled his usual desk at the summer session of col-

Pietje B was bred by Mount Victoria Farms, Hudson 
Heights, Quebec, being a daughter of Montvie Pathfindey 
out of Montvic Rag Apple Pietje, (1043 lb. at 3% years). 
then the highest record daughter of Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst. For them she won All-American honors as a 3- 
year-old and 4-year-old, and was later chosen as Reserve 
All-Time All-American 4-year-old. In the Mount Victoria 
Dispersal (June 1942) she was the top selling animal, 
being purchased at $6500, by M. D. Buth, Comstock Park, 
Mich, For Mr. Buth she completed a record of 964.2 lbs, 
fat, 5% test, and dropped a bull calf in March 1944, 
named Creston Twenty Grand. This bull was retained 
as a herd sire at Creston Farms. Mr. Buth consigned 
Pietje B. to the Royal Brentwood Sale in June 1944, 
where Bancroft Acres purchased her for $20,000. She 
is due to freshen again right now to the service of Mont- 
vic Rag Apple Chief, senior sire at Creston. The forth- 
coming calf will be a full brother or sister of Creston 
Twenty Grand.

greater than of dairy cattle and the years with large offer- 

ings of beef cattle have been years when there were rela- 

tively large numbers of cattle on the farms and ranches 

of the countrv. Both world war periods have occurred at 

a time when the cattle number cycle was reaching a peak. 


The worst years of the depression, 1932, 1933 and 
1934, and the period 1910 to 1914 found few purebred 
cattle of either beef or dairy breeds sold at public auc- 
tion. Not only were prices low in those years, but the 
United States cattle population was also in the trough 
of its cycle. 

Prior to 1918, there were move Shorthorns sold at 
public auction than any other beef breed. In 1918, and 
every year since then, with one exception (1926), more 
purebred Herefords have been sold at auction than of 
eny other beef breed. Until 1940, there were more pure- 
bred Shorthorns sold at public auction than Aberdeen- 
Angus. In the four years, 1940-43, the total number of 
Aberdeen-Angus sold at auction was about the same as 
the number of Shorthorns. 


Total Value 


In 1943, 38.969 animals of three of the beef breeds 
and 18.535 of four of the dairy breeds were sold at public 
auction for a total sum of approximately twenty million 
dollars. Of this, about fourteen million dollars were for 
animals of the beef breeds and six million dollars for 
animals of the dairy breeds. In 1932, about one-tenth 
as many animals of the beef breeds and one-fourth as 
many animals of the dairy breeds were sold at public 
auction as in 1943 for a total sum of approximately one 
million dollars, or only one-twentieth of the returns from 
auction sales of purebred beef and dairy cattle in 1943. 

About as many beef and dairy animals combined were 
sold in each of the years 1919 and 1920 as were sold in 


1943. In 1919, they brought about four million dollars 
more and in 1920 about 7 million dollars more than in 
1943. In 1943, only two-thirds as many dairy animals 


Were sold at auction for about 60 per cent of the total 
money as in 1920: while about 20 per cent more animals 
of the beef breeds were sold in 1943 for about 20 per 
cent less total money than in 1920. 


COMMENTS ON REPORT OF EXTENSION POLICY 
COMMITTEE 

The Committee is apparently people who make their 
living or money by means other than producing milk, 
thus they are mere wishful thinkers and their findings 
and recommendations are in vain. Yes! This is the age 
of Wishful Thinking. Religion—-Education—Communi- 
tation—Exchange and Gevernment, the _ Institutions 
which make or break Democracy we find them all under 
false leadership. 
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The war has brought many changes in thinking. Be- 
fore the war we had some good men and a lot of men 
we just tolerated in our State and Federal Extension 
programs. Now the percentage is much more unfavorable 
and farmers are getting tired of listening to college men 
who know little or nothing about what they are talking, 
tell us how to farm. This applies to the Farm Bureau, 
the county agent, the agriculture teacher, the 4-H club 
leader, etc. We can tolerate such things, but we can’t 
cooperate with them. When we put farmers in those 
positions then we will have Democracy, providing we 
make them responsible to the farmers or else they will 
go the way of our cooperatives. 

Under objectives we want to develop the cattle which 
in the environment we are able to furnish, will be su- 
perior. The farmer who produces milk for a living. who 
feeds first the roughages and grains he grows, who pro- 
vides an abundance of those roughages in a palatable 
condition, wants a superior cow that will produce profit- 
able healthy milk from a healithy udder for a number of 
years. That cow will be the one that on 2X milking will 
produce 400 to 550 lbs. fat with from 2.8 to 3.6 test. 
Give those cows that qualify Selective Registration and 
recommend them for that environment only. The cows 
that make the grade in the 3 and 4 time pampered herds 
give them their Special Registrations and Special rec- 
ommendations that they be kept in their special environ- 
ment and slaughter all that don’t produce according to 
their environment. 

A good herd sire is still an accident. The more we 
inbreed the greater are our chances for poor second and 
third generations. The more pampered blood we use 
the greater is our disappointment in disagreeable un- 
profitable offspring.

Oldest “EXCELLENT” Cow 


The following correspondence be- 
tween Frank L. Pellissier, of Pel- 
lissier Dairy Farms, Whittier, Cal- 
ifornia, and Leo R. Blanding, Assist- 
ant Superintendent of Advanced Reg- 


istry, will be of interest to our 
readers. 
Writes Mr. Pellissier: ‘In read- 


ing the World of August 18th, I 
noticed a news item, page 8, relating 
to the oldest bull that has been 
classified Excellent. We are very 
interested in King Segis Aleartra 
Prilly who has top honors. He 
spent a great portion of his life in 
California, and we owned one of his 
daughters. 

I wonder who has the oldest ex- 
cellent cow? 

On August 17th, Clair Miller re- 
classified our herd, and one of our 
cows Grace Boon Cloverranch 1243- 
921, born November 7, 1926, was 
classified Excellent, and I believe 
Mr. Miller rated her Excellent in 
every category except feet and legs. 

“Grace” has made _ several nice 
ARO records and has been on herd 
test since we purchased her in 1938. 


In 1938, she was Grand Champion 
at the California State Fair. We be- 
lieve she is again with calf. Accord- 


ing to our computations her rating 
of Excellent was made when she was 
18 years 9 months 11 days old. I 


wonder who has the older ‘Excel- 
lent’? cow. 
Could the California sunshine 


have anything to do with it?” 

Mr. Blanding answers: “This is 
to acknowledze your letter of Au- 
gust 31 relative to the recent “Excel- 
lent”’ classification of Grace Boon 
Cloverranch 1243921 at almost 
nineteen years of age. This certainly

The Dairy Industry Looks Ahead 


During the past few years the 
National Dairy Council research pro- 
gram, sponsored by various groups 
of the dairy industry, has grown by 
leaps and bounds. It has expanded 
from a relatively few specific studies 
to a large number of comprehensive 
projects, some of which involve as 
much as ten years of intensive re- 
search, and extend into many differ- 
ent related fields of science. The pro- 
gram has reached the point where 
it includes virtually all dairy prod- 
ucts. Realizing that successful pro- 
motion of dairy products and the 
educational background of that pro- 
gram depends upon a sound, far- 
reaching research program, differ- 
ent branches of the dairy industry 
are rapidly making available funds

for the enlargement of that field of 
activities. 

A large portion of the entire re- 
search efforts of the dairy industry 
is planned and supervised by the 
National Dairy Council. This organi- 
zation, because of its close contacts 
with universities and experiment 
station laboratories, is well qualified 
to serve in this capacity. In addi- 
tion to furnishing direct financial 
support to certain specific projects, 
the National Dairy Council also 
functions in a liaison capacity for 
numerous groups in the dairy in- 
dustry which are providing funds for 
research work. Outstanding among 
this group is the American Dairy 
Association which is now financing 
a large number of comprehensive 
studies on nutritional values of 
dairy foods. Other groups include 
the International Association of Ice 
Cream Manufacturers and members 
of the cocoa and chocolate indus- 
tries. 


As funds allocated for research 
have increased practical experiments 
with human beings as subjects, for- 
merly out of the question because 
of their high cost, have become pos- 
sible and are being carried out. By 
making periodic visits to laborator- 
ies, attending scientific meetings and 
by holding special conferences, it 
is possible for the Nutrition De- 
pantment of the National Dairy 
Council not only to maintain a 
close relationship with the research 
authorities, but also to give maxi- 
mum assistance to the dairy indus- 
try in planning and coordinating 
the research projects financed by 
industry groups.

health of the nation and to the pro- 
motion of dairy products. Among 
these are the University of Roches- 
ter, University of Minnesota, Univer- 
sity of Illinois, University of Wis- 
consin, Michigan State College, 
Iowa State College, and numerous 
other qutstanding institutions of 
the nation. In many of these insti- 
tutions two or more departments 
are cooperating in specific pieces of 
research in order to make possible 
a scientific attack on all angles of 
the problem involved. 

The fatty acids of butterfat are 
being studied by two of the foremost 
authorities on fat chemistry. Pre- 
liminary results indicate that the 
chemical composition of a food fat 
helps to determine the nutritive ef- 
ficiency of other foods in the diet. 
There is much evidence in the sci- 
entific literature, thanks to research 
supported by the dairy industry, to 
suggest that nature achieved an 
“optimal composition”’ in butterfat. 

Research studies on the physiolo- 
gical role of fats are being carried 
on at a number of well known uni- 
versities. At one of these it has 
been demonstrated that the most 
acceptable Army field ration items 
were those containing butter. An- 
other study has shown young 
calves were much more thrifty 
when animal fats, particularly but- 
terfat, were fed in combination with 
skim milk than when vegetable fats 
were fed in this manmer. 


Studies on the bacteriological as- 
pects of butterfat in nutrition have 
been carried on for a number of 
years. While they indicate signifi- 
cant results, much work yet re- 
mains to be done on this problem. 
Dr. E. B. Hart of the University of 
Wisconsin presents convincing evi- 
dence that the combination of but- 
terfat and milk sugar work together 
as an optimal dietary combination 
for young animals by promoting the 
growth of certain intestinal organ- 
isms which provide the animal with 
much needed vitamins. The super- 
iorty of butterfat over corn oil is 
apparent when sucrose and other 
sugars are fed. Several very com- 
prehensive research projects deal- 
ing with the importance of minerals 
of milk are being carried on at var- 
ious midwestern experiment stations. 
The results of one of these indicate 
that with increasing age there is no 
reduction in the adult’s need for 
milk. Another was designed to indi- 
cate the availability of milk cal- 
cium and to give more definite in- 
formation on actual milk needs of 
rapidly growing adolescents. 


Vitamin studies are continuing to 
reveal new and vital information. 
At least two studies on riboflavin re- 
quirements of women will furnish 
information to the dairy industry. 
One of these deals with riboflavin 
needs during pragnancy. Several 
surveys to determine the public ac- 
ceptance of chocolate milk of var- 
ious fat contents and another to de- 
termine consumer and professional 
opinions concerning ice cream and 
other dairy foods are expected to 
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contribute valuable information. 

Of outstanding importance is a 
long-time research project recently 
started at Michigan State College. 
This project will deal with the influ- 
ence of soil fertility on crops raised, 
the nutritional value of the crops, 
the effects upon cows fed, and on 
the ultimate composition, food value 
and volume of the milk produced. 

The entire research program of 
the dairy industry is moving for- 
ward rapidly. Its prime purpose is 
to unearth new facts which can be 
used to promote human welfare 
through greater use of dairy foods. 
It is obvious that every bit of such 
information will be needed after 
the special demands of wartime 
have ceased. 

New projects are being added as 
rapidly as funds become available. 
As soon as clear cut results are ob- 
tained on each project, they will 
be published in scientific journals 
and thus made available for gen- 
eral use. Such _ scientific reports 
will be interpreted regularly by the 
National Dairy Council for the dairy 
industry through the dairy farm 
and trade press.

HERD IMPROVEMENT REGISTRY 

There are 61 herd averages listed in this report. Of this number, 53 were tested in classification 2X, 4 in 3X, and 4 of mixed 
classification. The highest average was made by St. Charles Boys’ Home, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, with the average of 13135 pounds 
of milk, 3.8 per cent, and 503.2 pounds of fat on nine cows in classification 2X. This was their sixth year in the Herd Test, each 
of which has averaged over 400 pounds of fat and 12,000 pounds of milk, with an average test of 3.6 per cent or better. The past 
year was thir best for fat production. 

HERD IMPROVEMENT TESTS

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Barren Cows Wanted 


Those having barren, slow breed- 
ers oF Bang’s cows should write us 
for a list of men who would usually 
pay more than beef prices for good 
cows.

It was not uncommon for some yp. 
informed people to imply that aj 
herds should use proved sires, not 
realizing that there would not bea 
sufficient number of really goog 
proved sires to go around. This has 
been shown by the inability of the 
artificial breeders’ associations to ob. 
tain more than one quarter of the 
proved sires needed for their work 
which to date covers a limited fielj, 
Pureline Herds the Answer to Rapid 
Improvement of Our Dairy Cattle 


For a number of years we have 
carried on breeding experiments a 
the National Research Center a 
Beltsville, Maryland, and at severa 
field stations in different States, to 
determine if it is possible to breed 
dairy cattle that will approach purity 
in their germ plasm for the heredi- 
tary factors determining high levels 
of production, by using, for genera- 
tion after generation only sires that 
have been proved good. With cattle, 
such a program moves slowly because 
of their slow rate of reproduction and 
the time required to reach breeding 
age. If a mistake is made in gauging 
the inheritance possessed by a sire, 
it may take several generations to 
eradicate the undesirable factors he 
introduces into the germ plasm of 
the herd. Then during wartimes 
there is the problem of maintaining 
the uniform environmental conditions 
that are essential to insure each gen- 
eration of animals having an oppor- 
tunity for the full expression of their 
hereditary capacity for production. 


How many generations of proved 
sire matings will it take to produce 
lines that will approach purity o 
homozygosity for high levels of pro- 
duction? It is impossible to say. The 
number of generations required 
would be dependent on the degree of 
heterozygosity in the animals com 
prising the foundation generation; « 
the number of allelomorphic factors 
controlling level of production, which 
we do not know; the extent of link 
age; the relative degree of fertility 
and vigor of heterozygous and ho- 
mozygous individuals, and so Oo. 
Progress is most rapid in early géel- 
erations. Probably absolute purity 
would never be attained but if our 
theory is true that the good proved 
sire is homozygous for the factors 
controlling production, and if 00 
errors are made in gauging his it- 
heritance, then in 8 or 10 generations 
a fairly high degree of homozygosity 
would be secured. 

The results of our experiments are 
promising enough that we believe 
lines of a fairly high degree of purity 
for high levels of production can be 
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ined if sufficient care is given to 
a that the proved sires selected and 
used, actually possess a superior in- 


heritance. 

The following data show the re- 
sults of five generations of proved 
sire mating at the Huntley (Mon- 
tana) Field Station, as measured by 
the average butterfat records of each 
generation of Cows, calculated to a 
mature basis. Most of the cows made 
their records as 2-year-olds. All were 
milked three times a day and all 
sound cows were kept in the herd 
until they had completed a lactation 
record — with very few exceptions. 
The cows were either kept in a stan- 
chion barn or were run loose in a pen 
parn. Aside from the fact that they 
were milked three times a day the 
care given these cows was not su- 
perior to that on any well-managed 
dairy farm. The five generations of 
proved sire matings include the 
daughters of 10 different proved 
sires. The weighted averages are as 
follows: 

Foundation Cows— 

73 records 587 lbs. butterfat 

First Generation— 

73 records 658 lbs, butterfat 

Second Generation— 

67 records 615 lbs. butterfat 

Third Generation 
54 records 615 lbs. butterfat 

Fourth Generation— 

36 records 622 lbs. butterfat 

Fifth Generation 
19 records 638 lbs. butterfat 

Of the 10 sires used one did not 
measure up to the predictions based 
on the data on which he was proved. 
If we omit his progeny, and their an- 
cestral dams and filial descendants 
from the calculations, we have the 
following weighted averages: 

Foundation Cows— 

38 records 592 lbs. butterfat 

First Generation— 

39 records 651 bs. butterfat 

Second Generation 
33 records 613 bs. butterfat 

Third Generation— 

22 records 620 bs. butterfat 

Fourth Generation 
12 records 724 bs. butterfat 

The proved sires used in the sta- 
tion herd have not all had transmit- 
ting ability for the same level of pro- 
duction as was tc be expected. That is, 
the average yields of the daughters of 
some sires have been higher than the 
average of others. With the excep- 
tion of the get of the one inferior 
sire, the production has been quite 
uniformly good and fairly high, con- 
sidering the prevailing environmental 
conditions under which the cows 
were tested, and the fact that culling 
of low producing females was not 
practiced to assist in maintaining a 
high level. Environmental conditions 
will have to be made more favorable 
before much higher hereditary capaci- 
ties can be expressed in this herd. 
No matter how high a level of pro- 
duction a herd may possess an inher- 
Itance for, the actual production will 
only be as’ good as the size of the 
énimals and the environmental con- 
ditions under which they are kept, 
will permit, If a herd possesses an 
inheritance for an average level of 
Production of 300 pounds butterfat

tion of that herd will remain at the 
300 pounds butterfat level but if a 
herd has an inheritance for an aver- 
age level of production of 700 pounds 
butterfat and they are kept under the 





450 pounds butterfat environment, 
their average production wil] level 
off at about 450 pounds butterfat, 

Once lines or strains are secureg 
that approach purity in their inher. 
itance for high levels of production, 
the problem of improving the mags of 
dairy cattle will be relatively simple. 
Young bulls from these pure line 
strains can be used and depended 
upon to transmit the hereditary fae. 
tors for high levels of production. 
They may be used in individual herds, 
in bull associations or in artificia] 
breeding associations. Herds will] be 
improved without culling, excepting 
for the blemished, diseased, or ab- 
normal individuals; improvement 
would proceed, even though produc- 
tion records were not kept on indi- 
vidual animals. As an illustration | 
cite the results obtained from the 
loan of young bulls born in the Hunt- 
ley Station herd to cooperators for 
the purpose of proving the bulls’ 
transmitting ability for level of pro- 
duction. 

There are 15 of these co-operating 
herds that have used three or more 
station-bred bulls, and each bull now 
has three or more daughters that 
have completed a lactation record. 
These bulls are the product of one to 
five generations of proved sire mat- 
ings but are put into use in the co- 
operator’s herd when old enough for 
service. When the data from these 
15 herds are brought together in one 
summary it is shown that there were 
265 foundation cows whose best rec- 
ords averaged 411 pounds butterfat; 
265 first generation daughters carry- 
ing one cross of station-bred bulls, 
whose best records average 461 
pounds butterfat; 171 second gener- 
ation daughters carrying two crosses 
of station-bred bulls, whose best rec- 
ords average 486 pounds; 67 third 
generation daughters carrying three 
crosses of station bred bulls, whose 
-best records average 541 pounds, and 
there are 26 fourth generation daugh- 
ters carrying four crosses of station- 
bred bulls whose best records aver- 
age 559 pounds butterfat. 

We are not of the opinion that the 
Huntley Station herd has reached the 
pureline status but we do _ believe 
that it has made a good start in that 
direction. 

If the breed associations really 
want selective registration we be- 
lieve they can accomplish most by 
establishing a system that will give 
recognition to those animals that are 
the progeny of proved sire matings; 
—adding to the recognition, in some 
such manner as the Jersey Cattle 
Club has used for one star bull, two 
star bulls, three and four star bulls, 
but in this case, adding a star for 
each additional proved sire genera- 
tion.
